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TOBACCO AND SUGAR MEN OF ISLAND 


DESIRE CHANGE. 


Havana Dealer Explains Situation— 
Says People Must Be Relieved by 
Change in Laws — Would C.e:te 
Friendly Feeling and Desire for An- 
nexation—Capitalists Will Not In- 
vest While the Present Conditions 

Continue.

HAVANA, March 1.—In an intervigw today 
Calixto Lopez, a Spaniard, who is one of the 
largest tobacco dealers in Havana, gave out 

some interesting facts concerning the two 
chief products ot the island, 
Want Change in Tariff. 

He declared that Cuba cannot be rehabill- 
tated by sanitary reform, but only by the 
reform of the United States tariff on tobacco 
and sugar, and that by this means only can 


Cuba be won over to friendly feeling and de- 
sire for annexation. | 


| Output of Tobacco. 

The tobacco crop of Cuba increased from 
300 quintals (100 pounds) in 1816 to approxi- 
mately 100,000 quintals in 1870, 300,000 in 
1880, and 600,000 in 1894. During the war the 
production was a mere fraction of the nor- 
mal crop. This year’s crop probably will 
aggregate 600,000 quintals. Of this 
crop more than one-third in amount and 
nearly half in value will be manufactured 
in Cuba. About $9,000,000 worth of raw ma- 
terial and $33,000,000 worth of manufactured 
goods will be exported. Sefior Lopez esti- 
mates that 80 per cent of the raw material 
and from 25 to 30 per cent of the manu- 
factured goods will go to the United States. 


Expects Decline in Business. 

After the present special demand, due to 
the deficit of the last five years, has been 
Satisfied, Sefior Lopez thinks the business 
will decline if the present United States 
tariff continues. He estimates that there 
are 60,000 persons, often several being from 
the same family, engaged in the production 
of the tobacco crop and 50,000 engaged in 
the tobacco manufacturing industries of 
the island, four-fifths of the manufacturers 
being in Havana. The manufacturers are 
paid by piece work, and average $1.50 per 
day, the average hours of labor being ten 
and one-half to eleven. 


Production of Sugar. 
The sugar exports for 1894 were 12,000,000 


tons, worth about $54,000,000. This year the 


production of sugar will be about 300,000 
tons. Sefior Lopez declares that men with 
capital will not invest in the restoration of 
the sugar industry until there is a change 
in the United States tariff,

CRONJE’S FORCE TIRED OF WAR. 


‘Soldiers Who Surrendered with Him 
Say They Are Glad Their Part

PAARDRBERG. Feb. 27.— The surrender 
ot the Boers from both banks of the river 
took place on the south side. The burghers, 
after piling their arms, forded the river from 
the laager, taking only their personal ef- 
fects with them. The Buffs and East 
Kent Regiment received the surrender. 
| There were a number of weeping women, 
many of them carrying babies in their arms. 
They were in a pitiable plight and appeared 
much emaciated. The first woman met was 
Mrs. Cronje. She was seated in a buggy 
with her son, and, with-tears in her eyes, 
asked news of her husband, as she feared 
he would be shot. The British officers re- 
assured her and she then asked to be al- 
lowed to go with him. The British con- 
versed with many of the prisoners and all 
seemed heartily sick of the war and glad 
their part was oyer. Some inquired anxious- 
Iy if they would be shot by the British, and 
were glad to hear their fears were ground- 
less. 
| Colonel Albrecht, who is among the cap- 
tured, said the war will upset all precon- 
ceived ideas bf European military experts. 
He expressed the greatest admiration for 
British, and praised the strategy adopted 
since the arrival of Roberts. The war, how- 
‘ever, was by no means at an end, hé said, 
as there were still 75,000 republicans in the 
‘field. The surrender, he went on to say, was 
directly traceable to a blunder committed 
by General Cronje in locking up his men in 
a hole instead of occupying kopjes. He de- 
clared there were only 4,000 Boers in the 
trenches at Magersfontein, and not all fight- 
‘ing. | 
Commandant Wolmarans gives a different 
story, and according.to his evidence there 
were 6,000 men at Magersfontein, his own 
commando alone consisting of over 3,000,

The former conviction of W. R. Hennig 
on a charge of bucketgshopping is a prece- 
dent in the federal courts, and it Is claimed 
there is as strong a case in this instance.

Outgrowth of McLain Case. 

The indictment of Nicol, who is First Vice 
President, and of Parker, who was succeed- 
ed in the Vice Presidency by Mr. Nicol at the 
election held on the Board of Trade on Jan. 
8, is an almost direct outgrowth of the 
collapse of McLain Bros., against which 
firm charges of bucket shopping were made 
by Mr. Hill, backed by evidence furnished 
by the postal authorities and the Chicago 
Bureau of Ihformation. The names of both 
Parker and Nicol occurred so frequently on 
** confirmation "’ slips secured at the time of 
the McLain arrests that both Parker and 
Nicol requested an investigation by the dt- 
rectors. For this purpose a special com- 
mittee was appointed, consisting of Messrs. 
Patten, Bogert, and Beauvais. Progress 
was made up to a point where it became 
necessary to have the testimony of Mr. Hill, 
but he refused to testify before the directors 
on the ground that he already was practical- 
So far as 
the investigation went, it did not result in 
any evidence reflecting on the business 
methods of either member. 

Whyland a few months ago was deposed 
ffom membership in the Stock Exchange 
for alleged irregubarities He claimed that 
he had been denied a chance to defend him- 
self before the Board of Directors, and later 
filed suit against the Stock Exchange.

_ ‘THE RELIEF OF LADYSMITH. 

_ General’ Buller’s final success in reliev- 
ing Ladysmith is a moral rather than a 
military gain. Considered merely as a 
military advantage, the release of General. 
White and his small army has cost about as. 
much as it is worth. While it sets free 
this starving and plucky remnant of the 
original army of occupation in Natal, it also 
releases a similar force of Boers from siege 
duty. The honors are even in that respect. 
The British have lost about 4,000 men in 
the four months’ fighting for the relief of 
Ladysmith, not including the 1,600 or more 
who fell or were captured in the battles 
that preceded the siege. The town itself 
is worthless as a strategic point, except far 
its railway connections. Its loss is no great 
blow to the Boers. : 

The difficulties that General Buller has 
had to encounter in this campaign have un- 
doubtedly been great, and it is not probable 
that he would have succeeded now but for 
the weakening of the Boer strength by send- 
ing men to the assistance of Cronje. The 
country is rugged, lying in the foothills of 
the Drakensberg range, and the Boers 
knew how to utilize the advantage of the 
situation. But in relinquishing this point 
they still have a chance to fall back into 
stronger positions commanding the Dra- 
kensberg passes to the north. They have 
the railroad line which runs from Durban 
through Ladysmith to Pretoria, and which 


vaal boundary just beyond Newcastle, 
Laing’s Nek, and Majuba Hill. If they 
take up this line of retreat, and if General 
Buller attempts to follow, the British are 
likely to have harder work than any they 
have yet encountered. There are points in 
this mountain district where a handful of 
determined men can defy an army as ef- 
fectually as at Thermopyle. 
The retreating Boers and the advancing 
British have the alternative of going west- 
ward from Ladysmith on a spur of 
railway that runs into the Orange Free 
State about half way to Bloemfontein. The 
course pursued by the Boers will depend 
upon their commander’s plan for dealing 
with General Roberts’ invading force. If 
they decide to concentrate all their reserves 
to prevent the occupation of the Free State 
capital, the besiegers of Ladysmith may 
take this direction and forego the fast- 
nesses of the Drakensberg region. General 
Buller’s movements will no doubt be guided 
by those of the enemy. „ 
When Roberts forced the surrender of 
Cronje and 4,000 Boers he captured only 
six small guns. At Magersfontein Cronje's 
force was estimated at 12,000 and he had 
many large pieces of ordnance. Half his 
force and all his large guns seem to have 
been saved, and future events will probably 
depend considerably on where those guns 
have now been planted. When the British 
find the rhissing guns they will also proba- 
bly find a strong army behind them. This 
matter may be expetted to determine the 
future movements of General Buller and of 
Lord Roberts himself. | 


REFORM BY CARBONIC ACID GAS. 

The reformers are launching schemes 
for the amelioration of society with a 
rapidity calculated to make a conservative 
person dizzy. One reformer drags an act- 
ress into a police court to purify the stage 
and conserve public morality. Other re- 
formers turn up their hoses at another 
actress and seek to ostracize her, not be- 
cause she is soliciting aid for sick and 
wounded Britons, but because an improper 
person, and they regard her as such, should 
not be encouraged in any way. Another 
reformer in college cloisters pessimistical- 
ly sniffs at marriage because only 10 per 
cent of the married ones realize their ideals, 
Another set of reformers are seeking to 


difficult. Another set are striving for the 
same end by compelling candidates for 
Hymen’s altar to undergo mental and 
physical examinations. Scarcely a day 
passes that some new scheme of social 
reform is not proposed. 

The latest of these schemes shows how 
cold-blooded a “scientific gent“ may be. 
Dr. W. Duncan McKim of New York is 
its author. He gravely advises society, 
not only as a right but as a duty, to kill 
off all epileptic and hysterical criminals, in- 
curable insane criminals, idiots, imbeciles, 
moral imbeciles, “grossly defective per- 
sons dependent for maintenance upon the 
State,” and all drunkards who “ persist in 
addiction to drink.” The doctor is not 
wholly bloodthirsty, for he would have 
this large factor of the population extin- 
guished much after the manner in which 
good old Izaak Walton recommends the fish- 
erman to put the worm on the hook “as 
if he loved him.” He would have them 
“gently removed from life,” and suggests 
that carbonic acid gas would present no 
practical difficulty in “ the painless extinc- 
tion of these lives.” | 
Without taking into account the 
impossibility of getting a civilized com- 
munity to agree to such a plan and the 
natural and strenuous objection this large 
number of persons would make to the 
inhalation of carbonic acid gas and to going 
out of the world even painlessly, there 
are some difficulties which stand in the 
way of Dr. McKim’s philanthropical sug- 
gestion. He thinks that if half a million 
people such as he describes were asphyxi- 
ated it would be better for society, but 
inasmuch as his scheme includes imbeciles, 
mentally and morally, criminals, paupers, 
persons unable to make a living, and drunk- 
ards, the number entitled to asphyxiation 
would much exceed half a million or gross 
partiality would be shown. It might de- 
populate the prisons, jails, poorhouses, in- 
sane and inebriate asylums, as well as many 
homes, but what a depressing effect it 
would have upon the census! Again, who 
is to decide as to the qualifications of can- 
didates for octor’s carbonic acid gas 
extinguishing? Where would the line be 
drawn?- In such wholesale removal as 
this would not many persons not hope- 
lessly imbecile, insane, criminal, drunken, 
or dependent be sacrificed? What temp- 
tations it would offer to persons not over- 
troubled by conscience to get rid of others 
who are distasteful to them! To put the 
doctor’s scheme in operation would re- 
quire the erection of gasometers in every 
city, town, and village in the United States, 
and owing to the tremendous demand the 


price of carbonic acid gas would far ex- | 


ceed that of illuminating or fuel gas. As 
beings of this kind are continually born 
into the world and there is no way to stop 
it, the removal of the unfit would be a 
continuous performance and the expense 


‘would soon become enormous, The under- 


Another difficulty suggests itself and one 
that might become disastrous to the com- 
munity. Suppose these various classes, 
which include a large number of desperate 


to be asphyxiated for the betterment of 
society and should band themselves to- 
gether to resist their “ gentle removal from 
life” and proceed to remove the better 
ones in the most ungentle manner! There 
are large numbers of persons in every com- 
| manity who, while not criminals them- 
selves, sympathize with criminals. Suppose 
these should join their friends! What 
would happen to society in that event? 
Would not anarchy be let loose at once 
and Dr. MeKim's carbonic acid gas scheme 
suddenly collapse? Suppose his scheme 
could be carried out successfully, how much 
better off would society be? There is no 
hope for the improvement of society by 
carbonic acid gas. If, in addition to the 
paupers, insane, criminals, and drunkards, 
the mean, dishonest, and dissolute men, 


the backbiters and scandal mongers, the 


profane swearers, the toughs and hoodlums, 
the bummer politicians and professional 
tramps could be asphyxiated this world 
would be a paradise, but so few would be 
left in it they, would be lonesome. It is 
“better to bear the ills we have than fly 
to others that we know not of.“ 


= 
STRIKES AND RETAILERS. 

The small shop keepers whose customers 
are mainly workingmen complain of a fall- 
ing off in trade, which is unusual at this time 
‘of the year. They ascribe it to the tieup 
of the building industry three weeks ago, 
which threw out of work a comparatively 
small number of men, and which threat- 
ens to last beyond the time when the build- 


tens of thousands of men of an opportunity 
to earn anything. It is natural that work- 
ingmen, with a possibility of long-continued 
idleness confronting them, should husband 
their resources, buying no more than they 
absolutely need and asking for credit to a 
greater extent than is customary. . 
It the present and prospective idleness of 
the men engaged in the building trades has 
‘such disagreeable consequences for small 
“tradesmen, the other strikes which are now 
on and those which are threatened will in- 
tensify those consequences, and the large 
as well as the small retailers will suffer, 
though the latter will suffer most. The 
machinists are going on a strike, mainly 
to secure the nine-hour day, which em- 
ployers as 4 rule are unwilling to concede. 
This strike, if general, will close many 
shops at once and will make it difficult to 
run others. If the attempt is made here 
and there to employ non-tinion machinists 
sympathetic strikes will follow, which will 
add to the number of men not in receipt of 
wages, | 

The larger the number of unemployed 
workingmen the heavier the burden which 
small retailers and landlords have to carry. 
These unfortunate individuals, who are in 
no way responsible for labor wars and who 
look on them with holy horror, are un- 
thought pf and unpitied sufferers by them. 
The money workingmen have on hand when 
a strike or lockout begins does not last long. 
The relief funds of unions do not endure 
forever. If grocers and bakers did not sell 
on credit and landlords did not let rent 
become overdue, all hoping that before long 
their debtors will get work and be able to 
settle old scores, the workingmen whom a 
strike or lockout throws out of work would 
often find it hard to get shelter or provisions. 
Frequently the hopes of retailers and land- 
lords are disappointed. The men to whom 
they have given credit get so far behind- 
hand as to lose all hope of catching up, and 
pay nothing. Every labor war bankrupts 
a larger or smaller number of shopkeepers. 

Since workingmen are occasionally under 
great obligations to retailers and land- 
lords for credit given and losses incurred in 
their cause, they ought to look after the 
interests of their friends as far as they 
can consistently. They ought not to go on 
strikes and throw the burden of their sup- 
port partially on grocers and butchers where 
‘they can help it. But no such thought as 
this seems ever to enter the heads of walk- 
ing delegates when they order strikes. They 
assume that it is the duty of retailers to 
supply goods on credit to all who cannot pay 
cash for them. | 


WHEN IS OHIO’S BIRTHDAY?* 

Ohio finds itself in a peculiar dilemma. 
The State intends to celebrate the cen- 
tennial of its admission to the union, but 
unfortunately the date is not known. The 
United States census report gives Nov. 
29, 1802, but this is not final authority, nor, 
indeed, is it generally regarded as correct 
in Ohio, inasmuch as most people there 
favor holding the centennial celebfation in 
1803. 

Ohio was like Topsy; it had no birth- 
day, and it might almost be said that, 
like Topsy also, the State “ just growed.” 
Either a distinct act for admission or pro- 
vision for admission on proclamation by 
the President was made by Congress in 
the case of each State except Ohio. The 
act of.May 7, 1800, set off that part of 
the Northwest Territory now included in 
Ohio as a distinct Territorial government, 
and the rest was organized as the Terri- 
tory of Indiana. The act of April 30, 
1802, authorized the people of Ohio to 
form a State government, and a convention 
held at Chillicothe on Nov. 1 to 29, 1802, 
agreed upon a constitution which went 
into force without approval by popular 
vote. This constitution was submitted to 
Congress in January, 1808, and on Feb. 19, 
1808, the President approved the first act 
which recognized the new State. This act 
of 1803 did not purport to admit the State, 
but declared that it “has become one of 
the United States of America,” and pro- 
vided for the extension of federal laws to 
the new State. | 

Ohio historians differ as to which date 
‘should be recognized, but the opinion is 
that the later day, Feb. 19, 1803, is the 
date if the precedent in admitting other 
States is to be recognized, but the act of 
that date asserts that Ohio was then 
a State, and hence it must have been one 
on Nov. 29, 1802. The question is one

This is ascribed to the 
heavy purchases of bonds by New York 
banks, which intend to exchange them for 
the new 2 per cents and then deposit the 
latter as security for notes. If the banks 
are doing this it is evident that there will be 
no difficulty about refunding a considerable 
proportion of the outstanding 3. 4, and 5 per 
cent bonds. And if a bank is willing to pay 
a premium of 16 per cent for a 4 per cent 
bond redeemable in 1907 in order to be able 
to exchange it for a 2 per cent pond which is 
not redeemable for thirty years, it expects 
to make money by the transaction. The bill 
provides that the outstanding bonds may be 
received in exchange at a valuation not 
greater than their present worth, to yield an 
income of 2% per cent per annum. Thus the 
holder of a 4 per cent bond which he can sell 
for $116 will receive a $100 2 per cent bond 
and a bonus of about $10. A bank can take 
out notes against that bond and make a good 
profit thereon. But it is hard to see why a 
savings bank could afford to hold any 2 per 
cent bonds if.it had to pay par for them 
and pay 3 per cent to depositors, or why 
any private individual should buy them as 
an investment. The people of this genera- 
tion have witnessed a remarkable decline in 
interest rates, but 2 per cent is what a cap- 
italist would call painfully low. It is true 
that the security is perfect in the case of a 
government bond, but there are some rall- 
road and State bonds which are 22 ing 
old and yet pay more than 2 per 
Thoretece many will be surprised if all the 
outstanding bonds are refunded. The banks 
certainly do not need them all for their spe-

Europe Applauds New Pianist. 
Ernst von Dohnanyi. First Attract- 
o, Considered 


ed Attention Two Years 

by Vienna and Berlin Authorities to Be 
Coming Man in the Musical World. | 
{FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO

‘VIENNA, Feb. 17.—Barly last spring 
American readers of European music jour- 
nals saw the name of Ernst von Dohnanyi 
mentioned for the first time, and coupled 
with that mention were laudatory state- 
ments concerning the young man's abilities

had arrived in the piano-playing world. 
Later, came notices of successful appear- 
ances and evident popularity during the 
season in London, and the autumn saw his 
name among those of the many pianists who 
were to seek celebrity. and shekels in the 
United States during the winter. 

The fact he was announced as soloist for 
one of the Boston Symphony Orchestra's 
concerts in January justified the belief that 
his reported coming was based upon some- 
thing more substantial than the mere desire 
dear to every European artist's heart—that 
of a tour through America. Why the Dohn- 
Anyi transatlantic visit was postponed is 
not known, neither does the reason matter 
greatly. That the visit is merely postponed 


is believed after hearing his recital here last 


week and observing’ the power he exerted 
over his public. 

All that is best in music comes sooner or 
later to America—Dohn4nyil, if he continues 
as he has begun, cannot therefore remain 
long away. What a few seasons should pass 
before he crosses the ocean were perhaps 


better for him and as well for the concert- 


going public of the United States, for he 
just now is at that critical point in his de- 
velopment where the tremendous tempera- 
mental energy which at present causes cer- 
tain of his performances to seem a bit highly 
colored will be either refined and rounded 
out into an emotional sanity and interpreta- 
tive verity that will make him a piano player 
of rarely poetic parts, or it will be fettered 
and finally nailed to the cross of intellec- 
tual reading and he will become a pound- 
ing, musical pedant. At present the poet 
promises to be the product of the years. — 


Dohnanyi Attracts Attention. 
Dohnänyi's first fame was won by the tak- 


ing of the prise offered last winter by 
Bösendorfer, the pianomaker, for the best 


concerto for piano and orchestra. Three 
works were selected as worthy of perform- 
ance, and of these three Dohnänyi's was de- 
clared the best by the jury. Not only the 
composition found liberal praise for the 
strongly individualized, exceptionally mu- 
sical creative talent it evidenced,’ but the 
performance of it by the composer demon- 
strated that in him had appeared a young 
pianist equipped with all the weapons of 
modern technic, and endowed with a nature 
of unusual artistic strength. Dohnanyi 
became famed in Vienna over night, and 
that fame has grown and spread until now 
he is regarded in Germany as well as here 
as a pianist destined to world-wide celeb- 
rity. | 

His recital Saturday evening was in 
Bösendorfer Hall, which famed concert- 


room may, in passing, be said to be one 


of the gloomiest, most sepulchral places 
music has ever been asked to call its own. 
When Dohnanyi appeared one saw a 
slender, dark youth of some 20 years of 
age, whose fine profile and well-shaped 
head, with hair of normal length and sane 
arrangement, and whose easy manner were 
suggestive of conscious power. 


Player Has Individuality. 

Individuality is the keystone in the arch 
of Dohnänyi's pianistic eminence. Technic, 
intellectuality, and temperament are his in 
ample measure, but strong musical individ- 
uality is the gift which raises his work above 
the usual and gives him his power over his 
hearers. His performance of every number 
from the Bach Chromatic Fantasie and 
Fugue to the Liszt Pester _Carneval * 
bere the impress of originality—not the 
originality which distorts and disfigures in 
order to be out of the usual, but the original- 
ity which springs from strong artistic in- 
tuitions governed by discriminating intelii- 
gence and taste, and which expresses itself 
in those fine nuances in shading, phrasing, 
and emotionality which must come from ua- 
tive sentiment and inner musical conviction, 

At present Dohnanyi loves broad lines, and 
good, strong light and shade. He draws 
with a good sense of proportion, but with a 
sweep and freedom that give vitality, viril- 
ity, and power to his work. All is clearly 
defined and clean, but never angular or hard, 
and although he now shows the preference 
of youth for gergeous coloring he never lets 
that preference lead him to extravagance 
or into the vulgar realm of garishness. His 
fortissimo is telling in its sonority and full- 
ness, but at.no time did it degenerate into 
pounding or pass the Umit of the beautiful, 
and the possessing of this fortissimo does 
not in his case, as it does in that of many 
pianists, prevent him from producing also 
a resonant, flexible, beautiful mezzo-forte. 
Musically, too healthy and sound as yet 
to indulge in superpianissimo effects, his 
playing is nevertheless not wanting in soft- 
ness‘and delicacy where these qualities are 
demanded... Dynamically, therefore, his 
work is adimirably graded and varied, and 
as his tone possesses vitality and much 

nsuous charm, his scale playing clearness, 

is octaves brilliancy, and his chord work 
exceptional power, the technical part of his 
performance is eminently satisfying. 

Technic, however, is lost sight of when 
listening to Dohnänyt, for he has the rare 
gift of so emphasizing the musical side of 
the composition in hand that the mechanical 
medium of its revealment never becomes 
obtrusive. 

Only in two Chopin encores—the C sharp 
minor waltz and the G major nocturne— 
did Dohndnyi fail to satisfy. Exaggera tion 
and uncertainty characterized these—one 
remembered Chopin’s dissatisfaction with 
Lisst's treatment of his works, and won- 
dered if the Hungarian blood prevents cor- 
rect understanding of the Polish master.

Senator Platt at 
4:05 did have a chance to offer the amend- 
ment, which he availed himself of. Objec- 
tion was made by Senator Morgan that it was 
not in order, as it had not been presented be- 
fore the time at which an agreement had 
been made to vote. Several Senators sup- 
ported the objection of Senator Morgan and 
insisted that Mr. Platt’s amendment was out 
of order. 

Others objected because they did not care. 
to have an amendment of such importance 
adopted without debate. The chair finally 
ruled it out of order, much to the chagrin of 
the Senator from Connecticut, who lost his 
temper and said he would not agree in the 
future to set a time to vote upon any meas- 
ure in which he was interested until his 
amendments had been considered.

REPORTS ON SUBSIDY BILL. 


Argument in Favor of Measure Drafted 
by Senator Frye Is Made Pub- 
lie in Senate. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—The report 
prepared by Senator Frye upon the shipping 
bill reported by the Committee on Com- 
merce of the Senate was made public today. 
The report suggests the danger of reliance 
upon the merchant ships of other nations, 
which may become involved in war, and the 
possible complete exclusion of American ex- 
ports from their regular foreign markets in 
such acontingency. 

Three prime reasons are given for the de- 
cline of the American shipping in the foreign 
trade—namely: (1) The greater cost of build- 
ing ships in the United States than else- 
where; (2) the greater cost of operating 
American as compared with foreign ships;

Industrial Commission Recommends 


Publicity Rule for Corporations 
and Combines. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.— The Indus- 
trial commission today submitted to Con- 
gress a preliminary report on trusts and in- 
dustrial combinations, with some recom- 
mendations suggesting that corporations or 
industrial combinations of a semi-public 
nature should be required to furnish full de- 
tails in regard to their business necessary 
for safe and intelligent investment. 

The directors or trustees should be re- 
quired to report to the members of such 
corporations their financial condition and to 
give members access to records of directors’ 
meetings or otherwise. 

It is recommended that the larger corpora- 
tions should be required to publish annually 
a properly audited report, showing in rea- 
sonable detail their assets and lMabilities, 
with profit or loss, under oath and subject to 
government inspection. 

With regard to the Interstate Commerce 
commission it is recommended that it be 
given authority not only to prescribe the 
methods of keeping accounts of railroads 
and to demand reports in such detail as it 
may require, but also to inspect and audit 
such accounts, and that penalties for viola- 
tions of the interstate commerce act shoul 
be appropriate fines against the carrier, and 
not imprisonment of officials.

ONLY A THIRD FOR CHARITY. 


Complaint Made in Cincinnati That Chi- 
cago Bureau Took Two-thirds of 


Funds Collected. | 


Cincinnati, O., March 1.—[Special.]—It 1s 
said that as the result of inquiries set on foot 
by C. H. M. Atkins of this city it was found 
that the city had been systematically can- 
vassed at irregular intervals by women in 
the employ of the Staunton bureau of Chi- 
eago, under a contract entered into between 
the bureau and various charitable institu- 
tions, by which the bureau took two-thirds 
of the collections and the institution the 
remaining one-third. 

Mr. Atkins contributed $5 for a working 
boys’ home. Later he found his check had 
been cashed and bore the indorsement of the 
Rev. Justin M. Green, who said the officers 
of the Working Boys’ Home had made a 
contract with the bureau permitting it to go 
about soliciting funds for the home and 
consenting to accept one-third of the pro- 
ceeds. 

As a result of the vigorous protests of Mr. 
Atkins it is understood the, contract with the 
home has been severed and that the solicit- 
ors are no longer at work in the city. 

[Neither at the Bureau of Associated Charities 
nor at Hull Howse could any information be ob- 
tained in regard to the Staunton Bureau of Chi- 
cago The officers of the two establishments stat- 
ed positively thdt they had never heard of that 
bureau and did ‘not believe that there is a charit- 
able institution of that name in existence in this 
city. The directory of charities of Chicago does 
not contain the name and the officers of the As- 
sociated Charities of the West and the South Sides 
know nothing of such an organization. ]

DISSENSION AMONG MANUFACTURERS 
APPEARS IN LABOR FIELD. | 


Brick Producers Have So Far Refused 
to Sign Agreements—Declared They 
Intend to Be Neutral—Expected Re- 
ply to Contractors Today—3,000 Ma- 
chinists Out — Conference Results 
in Nothing—National Strike Looked 
For—Glasziers Are Locked out. 


Dissension has sprung up among material 
manufacturers as a result of an attempt by 
the Building Contractors’ council to secure 
aid and countenance from their various or- 
ganizations, several of which already have 
voted to supply material only to members 
of the Contractors’ association. The brick 
manufacturers, however, as yet have refused 
to sign any agreements, and it is declared 
that their association has decided to con- 
tinue to supply union and non-union con- 
tractors alike.@As the Bricklayers’ union 
is ready to call strikes if the manufacturers 
supply brick to non-union contractors the 
policy of the Manufacturers’ association is 
regarded by labor men favorable to tle

It is expected that a reply will be made to 
the contractors today, when a meeting of the 
brick manufacturers will be held in room 213, 
Chamber of Commerce. The associations 
that have voted to support the contractors 
are those of the stone, rubble, lime, and mill- 
work supply men.

STUDY BY THOMAS c. HALL.

HICAGOANS cannot fail to be inter- 
ested in a new book by the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas C. Hall, formerly pastor of. 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church of 
: this. city, entitled The Social Mean- 
ing of Modern Religious Movements in Eng- 
land (Scribner). Incidentally the book is a 
‘pleasing evidence of Dr. Hall’s recover; 


F 


ment from his Chicago pulpit. It is also s 
proof that he has lost none of his arden 
sympathy with the great philanthropic and 
social movements of the time. Both i 
thought and in style the book is full o 
vitality and wholesome force. : | 
The nature of the work is indicated by the 
fact that it constitutes the Ely lectures, de- 
livered before the students of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York. It is a study 
of religious movements in relation to social 
movements. Dr. Hall believes that the great 
social movements of the age have their 
spring and motive in the awakened religious 
impulses of the time, and he has undertaken 
to trace this connection in English history. 
during the last 130 years. 
The early revival movement that left such 
deep marks on our American Western life 
first caused Dr. Hall to seek out its se- 
cret, with a view to arousing the same zéal 
in our own day. This led him to study the 


movement in its English origin at the time 


of Whitefield and the Wesleys. He soon be- 
came convinced that its power was not in 
its theology, or in its ritual, or in its form 
of organization. Its power lay in its social 
features. It associated men and women by 
new ties, new dae ib. new methods. 
We no longer have the ‘rivals, but these 
new forces and methods have largely gone 
over into our social and even into our in- 
dustrial activities. It is the connection be- 
tween the revived interest in religion and 
the great social upheaval of modern England 
that Dr. Hall has so entertainingly traced 
in the present volume. 


The first half of the eighteenth century 
saw a movement started in England, com- 
monly known as the evangelical revival, as 
represented by Whitefield and the Wesleys. 
People of all classes and creeds were af- 
fected by it, though not in the same way 
or at the same time. Methodist, Evan- 
gelical Episcopal, broad church, and high 
church all came into line in one way or an- 
other, at one time or another, along with 
the industrial awakening, the anti-slavery 
campaign, factory reform, workingmen’s 
colleges, social settlements, and soon. 
When Whitefield began drawing crowds 
of 20,000 near Bristol the startled miners 
showed the effect of the preaching by the 
tear streaks on their grimy faces. When 
Wesley began his epoch-making work at 


the old foundry and organized the new | 


movement by the creation of the class- 


meeting system he gave an object lesson 


in the use of a new social force. Its funda- 
mental idea was the fact that somebody 
cared for the personal character and the 
personal welfare of the meanest man or 
woman. This new sort of in ualism had 
ail the potency then that it still has in the 
hands, say, of the Salvation Army. It is 
this that has survived the theological husks 
in which it grew and that is now fructifying 
in modern charitable institutions and activ- 
ities.. How far the movement has proceeded 
from its starting point is shown by this in- 
teresting paragraph from Dr. Hall's book: 
Wesley thought unbelief in witchcraft the first 
step toward denial of all supernatural! elements 
in religion. Thomas Scott thought the mainte- 
nancy of the six-day cosmogony essential to the 


holding of any faith in the religious value of the 


Bible. Arnold considered the admission of Jews 
to the House of Commons a serious shaking of the 
foundation of the Christian nation’s claim to be 
Christian. Newman awoke once, horror-stricken, 
to ask himself if he was not in the same con- 
demnations with the monophysites. To Charles 
Kingsley Newman was an underhand, lying 
Jesuit. To Newman Hampden was guilty of mor- 
tal sin in propounding views now tolerated even 
in Roman circles. All of them in their several 
degrees advanced, even amid blunders and errors, 
the cause of real and essential righteousness. 
They found a common significance in the social 


activity that absorbed a far larger proportion of 


their thought and time than the controversi«s 
of which the world now reads. | 

Dr. Hall believes the power of the evan- 
gelical revival is not yet exhausted, and he 
sees manifestations of it alike in the High 
Church movement and in the Salvation. 
Army. Both are concerned with “ the par- 
ticulars of the individual life,“ which is the 

essence of the whole movement. | 


Dr. Hall says it is quite impossible to sep- 
arate the religious from the irreligious fac- 
tors in the social progress of England. From 
differing standpoints John Stuart Mill and 
Thomas Carlyle did more to compel the re- 
ligious world to face facts than any other 
two men. Mill forced the theologians to 

stop and think. Fortunate it was for dog- 
matic Christianity, says Dr. Hall, that the 
great radical critic was, if so unsparing, yet 
eo reverent and lofty in his tone. The so- 
cial significance of the religious revival was 
deepened and the movement was taught 
many weighty lessons by the astonishing 
‘grasp and insight of its greatest critic. Yet 
where did this powerful critic get his exact- 
ing standard of social judgment but from 
the essential teaching of Christianity itself? 

Dr. Hall’s volume is marked by great 
breadth of view, depth of insight, and 
illuminating fairness of statement. The 
entire treatment is judicious, instructive, 

~ hopeful, pertinent to the time. Its spirit is 
one of warm human sympathy and its liter- 
ary style is that of a master of good English.

That German influence at Constantinople is 
at a far lower ebb than indicated by recent 


from the significant fact that the titles to 
the land and to the buildings in Jerusalem, 
which were presented with such a hlare of 
trumpets by the Sultan to the Kaiser at the 
time of the latter's visit to the Holy Land, 
nearly a year and a half ago, have not yet 
been turned over to the German government, 
in spite of the repeated requests on the part 
of the German Embassy at the Sublime 
Porte. Moreover, the Sultan, not content 
with thus retaining a hold upon his own 
gifts to Emperor William, has sent per- 
emptory orders to the Governors of Jerusa- 
lem and of Syria to prevent at all costs the 
establishment of any German colonists on 
the land claimed by the German crown, as 
having been ceded in the autumn of 1898 by 
Abdul Hamed tothe Kaiser. In order to pre- 
vent the insult from being too marked the 
Governors have been directed to prohibit 
the acquisition of landed property either at 
Jerusalem or elsewhere in Palestine by any 


‘ 


foreign subjects. 


Emperor William finds himself in conse- 
quence of this action on the part of the Sul- 
tan in rather an awkward position. For, 
when he was in Palestine, he publicly an- 
nounced that he presented the buijding and 
tract of ground sacred to the memory of the 
Virgin Mary to the Roman Catholic Church 
of the German empire on the strength of its 
having been donated to him as a gift by the 
Sultan. Now his German Majesty is unable 
to make good’ the presentation, and the 
thanks sent to him by the Pope for his 
generosity to the Catholic Church turn out 
to have been a trifle premature. 

| — | 
It is manifest that the Sultan would never 
‘Have gone to the length of slighting the Em- 
peror in this way by withholding gifts and 
placing him in an embarrassing position 
were he not encouraged thereto by some 
other foreign power, and at the same time 
imbued with -sentiments the reverse of 
friendly to his Teutonic Majesty. In fact, 
there is reason to believe that Russian in- 
fluence has been at work in the matter, and 
that Russian influence is paramount just now 
at Constantinople, an impression which is 
strengthened by the extraordinary speech 
delivered by the Kaiser at the banquet

today no ane, not even his intimate friends, 
can boast of knowing his political sympa- 
thies, or can say for certain whether he 
prefers the Liberals to the Conservatives, 
or vice ve would not entangle himself 
in such an affair as the scandal apropos of 
the Chartered company. — 

But his son-in-law, the Duke of Fife, was 
one of the directors of the Chartered com- 
pany at the time of the raid, and in view of 
the fact that the Duke’s little daughter, 
Lady Alexandra Duff, is in the line of suc- 
cession to the crown, the leaders of both 
Sreat political parties may have deemed it 
politic and of national interest to prevent 
any further probing into an affair that might 
bring discredit and even disgrace upon a 
nobleman who is the husband of a royal 
Princess, and who may find himself one-day 
the consort of one Queen of England and 
the father of another.

It 
has too many shadings of sorrow—uncon- 
vincing though they be—for the truthful 
use of the one adjective, and not enough 
semblance cf even poetic reality for the fit- 
ness of the other. Probably it is best to 
compromise by saying the piece is a trifle 
which Miss Terry has glorified. Ellaline, to 
please, must be depicted with all the skill 
of an actress, yet must be given the natural 
charm of a child.

In 
an unhappy hour, however, she cajcles 
Coranto into telMng her the source of her 
immunity from the influence which guides 
her companions in all their deeds. When 
she learns the charm is in the amulet she 
flings it mto the lake: declaring that for 
curiosity’s sake she will test its potency. 
When the despairing Coranto goes to seek 
the heart Silvio returns and finds he has no 
further need to plead. 

He loves ardently, but with a poet's fickle- 
ness, and soon he is tired of adoration. 
Then Ellaline realizes what suffering the 
amber heart would have spared her, and 
she would fling herself in the lake by its 
side. Coranto saves her and finds the amber 
heart, which restores to her the lost happi- 
ness. 

While the dominating role of the piece be- 


conception of it, it is likely the best of the 
poetry has been written into the part of 
Coranto, the sage. The role was given a 
well-considered performance by Arthur 
Royston. The supporting parts otherwise 
did not add much to the merit of the 
presentation.

The Socio-Legal Forum, an association of 
physicians, lawyefs, and sociologists, recent- 
ly formed for the purpose of promoting scien- 
tific methods for the prevention and correc- 
tion of crime, met last night at the Sherman 
House. | Heredity was the subject under 
discussion, and Dr. Albert Schneider of the 
Northwestern University read a paper on 
“Heredity As a Factor in Developing and 
Maintaining Crime and Criminals.“ 

One boy.“ he said, will steal and lle 
for the same reason that another is honest. 
It is natural in either case. Acquired charac- 
teristics; may be transmissible to the next 
generation to the same extent that inherited 
characteristics are. Criminals are like poets; 
they are born, not made. Crime is born of 
crime. The alcoholic habit is not inherited, 
but the tendency to become a victim of the 
habit is inherited, 

One of the most important matters that 
should be considered today is the preven- 
tion of marriages among paupers, criminals, 
dependents, and delinquents of all’ kinds.”

Excellent Demand for All Varieties— 
Higher Prices in Prospect Owing to 
| New Miners’ Schedule. 


The month of February did not make the 
expected inroad on wholesale coal supplies 
in Chicago yards. March, however, prom- 
ises to bring about more of a depletion and 
to stiffen the market. The February sched- 
ule of $6.75 to $7 retail, according to quan- 
tity and size of coal, was left unchan 
but a slight advance will be made April T to 
cover the higher prices to be paid miners in 
the Pennsylvania district, beginning on that 
date. emand for both kinds of coal is ex- 
cellent, and no shortage exists. 

Decreased use of natural gas for both 
-heating ane manufacturing purposes is help- 
ing the coal trade. The gas supply, which 
has been failing gradually for several years, 
is now generally considered too precarious 
a thing to depend on. 

Another strengthening influence is the coal 
situation in Great Britain. One of the big 
men in the trade says: Soft coal is now 
selling in London at $12 a ton, a ruinous 
price, and one that would cause riots in this 
country, and at that price only an inferior 
quality of coal is to be had. I predict that 
thousands of tone will de shipped abroad

Small grain shippers were much elated yes- 
terday over the news that the Presidents of 
the trunk line and Western Freight associa-

Grain products will have the same rate 

from the Mississippi River on domestic ship- 
ments as from Chicago, but on export ship- 
ments the rate will be 15 cents a hundred 
pounds to New York, 13 cents to Philadel- 
phia, and 12 cents to Baltimore. The reduc- 
tion amounts to about 75 per cent, the pres- 
ent tariff rates being 22 cents, Chicago to 
New York on domestic shipments and 20 
cents on export shipments. . 
' The new rates are practically the same as 
have been made secretly by the roads fcr the 
last few weeks. Most of the cut-rate con- 
tracts were made at 12% cents on export 
shipments ard 15 cents on domestic. It was 
the only action the Presidents could have 
taken to prevent general demoralization 
and probably prosecution for violation of 
the interstate commerce law. 


Letter from J. P. Morgan.

Tour et will, I am sure, understand

Chicago or elsewhere, are not within my personal 
knowledge: but no one appreciates more than I 
do the evils; which, from discriminations o: the 
character you indicate; result not only to the 
railway companies, but likewise to the public at 
large and to the shippers other than those il- 
legally favored. Indeed, there can be little room 
for differences of opinion on this subject. 


It was supposed that the enactment of the 


interstate commerce law would result in abolish- 
ing such discriminations by punishing not only 
the railway officials, but also the shippers who 
should participate in them Unfortunately, how- 
ever, no substantial results have been accom- 
plished in this respect. The last report of t+ 
Interstate Commerce commission seems to recog- 
nize clearly that the evil complained of exe 
to a serious degree. 

No one interested in the welfare of the railways, 
or of the commercial communities which they 
serve, can advocate rate-cutting or any other 
policy which gives one shipper advantage over 
another under like conditions, As already stated, 
the only parties who benefit from such a course 
are the favored shippers. The railway companies, 
all other shippers, and the public at large must 
suffer. The remedy for the resultant evil< of 
which you justly complain, must be sought 
through an absolute publicity of all rates, and 
the punishment of all who illegally continue to 
make them secretly or to benefit from them when 
s0 made.
